ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. - Six New Jersey men failed to 
return from a weekend overnight fishing trip, and the Coast 
Guard was searching for their sport-fishing boat Monday off 
the coast of Massachusetts, where they might have issued a 
mayday call. 

Thomas McDade said his father, Geoffrey, and 26-year-old 
brother, James, were among the group that left Saturday 
morning on a trip to catch tuna about 85 miles east of Atlantic 
City. They were to return Sunday morning and when they 
weren’t home by the evening, Thomas McDade said his 
mother called authorities.

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) —At first, NATO blamed a Taliban 
bomb for the death of a captive British aid worker during an 
American rescue attempt in eastern Afghanistan. 

Two days later, the coalition changed its account, saying Monday 
that U.S. forces may have detonated a grenade that killed Linda 
Norgrove during the operation to free her. 

British Prime Minister David Cameron defended Friday’s 
rescue mission, saying his government authorized it only after 
learning that Norgrove’s life was in grave danger. The U.S. 
military, which carried out the raid because the aid worker was 
being held in a region under American command, said it would 
investigate the incident with British cooperation. 

In Brussels, NATO Secretary- 
General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen emphasized that 
“whatever happened, I would 
like to stress that those who 
are responsible of course are 
the captors.”

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Private spaceship makes first solo glide flight 



MOJAVE, Calif. - Virgin Sunday, marking another 
Galactic’s space tourism step in the company’s 
rocketSpaceShipTwo achie eventual plans to fly paying 
ved its first solo glide flight passengers. 


Space ShipTwo was carried 
aloft by its mothership to an 
altitude of 45,000 feet and 
released over the Mojave 
Desert. After the separation, 
SpaceShipTwo, manned by 
two pilots, flew freely for 
11 minutes before landing at 
an airport runway followed 
by the mothership. 

The entire test flight lasted 
about 25 minutes. 
“Itflewbeautifully,”said Vir 
gin Galactic chief executive 
George Whitesides. 

The six-passenger 

SpaceShipTwo is 

undergoing rigorous testing 
before it can carry tourists 
to space. In the latest test, 
SpaceShipTwo did not fire 
its rocket engine to climb to 
space. 

Until now, SpaceShipTwo 
has flown attached to 
the wing of its special 
jet-powered mothership 
dubbed WhiteKnightTwo. 
Sunday was the first time 


the spaceship flew on its 
own. 

“It’s a very big deal,” 
Virgin president Sir 
Richard Branson told The 
Associated Press. “There 
are a number of big deals on 
the way to getting commerc 
ial space travel becoming a 
reality. This was a very big 
step. We now know that the 
spaceship glides. We know 
it can be dropped safely 
from the mothership and 
we know it can land safely. 
That’s three big ticks.” 
SpaceShipTwo will make 
a series of additional glide 
flights before rocketing to 
space. 

“The next big step will be th 
e rocket tests actually on the 
spacecraft itself,” Branson 
said. “We’ve obviously 
have done thousands of 
rocket tests on the ground, 
the next big test is in the air. 
We’ll be doing gentle rocket 
tests in the air, ultimately 


culminating into taking the 
spaceship into space.” 
SpaceShipTwo, built by 
famed aircraft designer 
Burt Rutan, is based on a 
prototype that won a $10 
million prize in 2004 for 
being the first manned 
private rocket to reach 
space. 

Tickets to ride aboard 
SpaceShipTwo cost 

$200,000. Some 370 
customers have plunked 
down deposits totaling $50 
million, according to Virgin 
Galactic. 

Commercial flights will 
fly out of New Mexico 
where a spaceport is under 
construction. Officials from 
Virgin Galactic and other 
dignitaries will gather at 
the spaceport Oct. 22 for an 
event commemorating the 
finished runway. The event 
will also feature a flyover 
by SpaceShipTwo and 
WhiteKnightTwo. Q

The search for the 32-foot vessel, Black Magic, initially 
focused on the area near where the men had planned to go 
fishing. 

But a Coast Guard radio tower on Martha’s Vineyard picked 
up a mayday call around 1 a.m. Monday, Coast Guard Petty 
Officer Jonathan Lindberg said. A recording of the call was 
played for families of the missing, one of whom recognized 
the voice as that of her husband. 

The search then was expanded to include Martha’s Vineyard, 
though the guard was continuing to search the area off New 
Jersey, he said. Two rescue helicopter crews from Atlantic 
City, a C-130 aircraft from Elizabeth City, N.C., and three 
Coast Guard boats from ports along the Jersey shore are 
searching. 

Lindberg said there has been no contact with the boat 
since the mayday call, and no emergency beacon had 
been detected. The boat was equipped with an emergency 
positioning radio beacon, or EPIRB, which is designed to 
float free when the unit gets wet and automatically broadcast 
its position to rescuers. 

The mayday call offered some hope that the boat hadn’t 
capsized or sunk. 

“I’ve been trying their cell phones, but they’re too far off 
shore,” said Thomas McDade. “There’s nothing much we 
can do except hope and pray.” 

The weather in the area was mostly calm over the weekend, 
said Greg Heavener, a meteorologist with the National 
Weather Service’s southern New Jersey office. 

“The winds were fairly benign,” he said. “There were a few 
spikes where it briefly reached 25 knots, but that was very, 
very quickly. There weren’t any gales out there, and the seas 
were 3 to 5 feet, nothing out of the ordinary.” 

Geoffrey McDade is a diesel mechanic and James McDade 
is a machinist in the Navy. 

The other men aboard were identified as Bemie Otremsky, 
of Haddon Township; Jerry Lewis, Ed Silcox and Ray 
Somerville, whose hometowns were not immediately 
available. Thomas McDade said several of them live 
near Forked River and most are experienced deep-sea 
fishermen. 

Besides the EPIRB, the vessel carries an array of safety 
gear including a global positioning system, an autopilot, 
three VHF radios, a supplemental radio known as a single¬ 
sideband radio and an inflatable life raft, according to the 
boat’s website. □ 


government spent $1.5 
billion and states spent 
$1.4 billion on grants for 
students who didn’t start 
their sophomore years, 
according to “Finishing 
the First Lap: The Cost 
of First-Year Student 
Attrition in America’s 
Four-Year Colleges and 
Universities.” 

The dollar figures, based 
on government data and 
gathered by the nonprofit 
American Institutes for 
Research, are meant to put 
an economic exclamation 
point on the argument that 
college completion rates n 
eed improvement. 

But the findings also could 
give ammunition to critics 
who say too many students 
are attending four-year 
schools — and that pushing 
them to finish wastes even 
more taxpayer money. 

The Obama administration, 
private foundations and 
others are driving a shift 
from focusing mostly 
on making college more 
accessible to getting more 
students through with a 
diploma or certificate. 
Mark Schneider, a vice 
president at the American 
Institutes for Research and 
former commissioner of 
the Education Departmen 
t’s National Center for Ed 
ucation Statistics, said the 
report’s goal is to spotlight 
the costs of losing students 
after year one, the most 
common exit door in 
college. 

“We’re all about college 
completion right now, and I 
agree 100 percent with the 
college completion agenda 
and we need a better- 
educated adult population 
and workforce,” Schneider 
said. 

The report takes into 



account spending on average 
per-student state appropriations 
, state grants and federal grants, 
such as Pell grants for low- 
income students, then reaches 
its cost conclusions based on 
student retention rates. 

The cost of educating students 
who drop out after one year 
account for between 2 to 8 
percent of states’ total higher 
education appropriations, 
Schneider said. He said 
the report emphasizes state 
spending because states provide 
most higher education money 
and hold the most regulatory 
sway over institutions and can 
drive change. 

Ohio, for example, has moved 
toward using course and degree 
completion rates in determining 
how much money goes to its 
public colleges and universities 
instead of solely using enrollme 
nt figures. 

“We recognize an institution 
is not going to be perfect on 
graduation and completion 
rates,” said Eric Fingerhut, 
chancellor of the Ohio Board of 
Regents. 

“But at the same time, we 
know they can do better than 
they’re doing. And if you place 
the financial rewards around 
completion, then you will 
motivate that.” 


The AIR report draws from D 
epartment of Education data, 
which Schneider concedes does 
not provide a full picture. 

The figures track whether new 
full-time students at 1,521 
public and private colleges and 
universities return for year two 
at the same institution. It doesn’t 
include part-timers, transfers or 
students who come back later 
and graduate. 

The actual cost to taxpayers 
may run two to three times 
higher given those factors and 
others, including the societal 
cost of income lost during 
dropouts’ year in college, 
said Richard Vedder, an Ohio 
University economics professor. 
And tying state appropriations 
to student performance could 
just cause colleges to lower 
their standards, he said. 

Robert Lerman, an American 
University economics professor 
who, like Vedder, questions 
promoting college for all, said 
the report fleshes out the reality 
of high dropout rates. But he 
said it could just as easily be 
used to argue that less-prepared, 
less-motivated students are 
better off not going to college. 
“Getting them to go a second 
year might waste even more 
money,” Lerman said. “Who 
knows?’Q

law punishing fake heroes may go to Supreme Court 



DENVER - The Justice De 
partment is battling to save 
a federal law that makes it 
illegal to lie about being a 
war hero, appealing two court 
rulings that the statute is an 
unconstitutional muzzle on 
free speech. 

The fight could be 
carried all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, where it 
would face an uncertain fate, 
legal analysts said. 

“This is a Supreme Court 


that is friendly to parties 
asserting speech rights and 
skeptical about restrictions 
on those rights,” said Kannon 
Shanmugam, a former Justice 
Department official. 
Supporters of the law take the 
opposite view. 

“It could wind up being the 
kind of landmark decision that 
the Supreme Court is going 
to have to give very serious 
and very broad consideration 
to, and I think they’ll come 


down on our side,” said Doug 
Sterner, a military historian. 
The Stolen Valor Act makes 
it a crime punishable by up to 
a year in jail to falsely claim 
to have won a military medal, 
whether or not an impostor 
seeks financial gain. 

A three-judge panel of the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco 
and a federal district court in 
Denver have both ruled the 
law is unconstitutional on First 
Amendment grounds. 

Last week, government 
lawyers in California asked the 
full 9th Circuit to reconsider 
the ruling, calling it a decision 
of “exceptional importance.” 
Prosecutors noted that the 
three-judge panel was split 2- 
1 with sharply differing views, 
and that the law is also under 
challenge in Colorado. 

The 9th Circuit hasn’t said 
whether it will take a second 
look. In Colorado, prosecutors 
announced last week they 
would ask the 10th Circuit 
to overturn the district court 
decision. That appeal is 
expected to be filed in early 
November. 

The Stolen Valor Act, which 
breezed through Congress in 
2006, revised and toughened 
an existing statute that forbade 
anyone to wear a military 
medal that was not earned. 

The California and Colorado 
cases were among the early 
prosecutions under the newly 
strengthened law. 

Xavier Alvarez, a local water 
board official from Pomona, 
Calif., was indicted in 2007 
after saying at a public forum 
that he was a retired Marine 
who received the Medal of 
Honor, the nation’s highest 
military decoration. Alvarez 
apparently never served in the 
military. 

Alvarez pleaded guilty on 
condition that he be allowed 
to appeal on First Amendment 
grounds. The 9th Circuit ruled 
in his favor in August. 


His attorney, Jonathan Libby, 
said Friday he believes both 
the full 9th Circuit and the U.S. 
Supreme Court would also 
find the law unconstitutional 
Rick Glen Strandlof, who 
founded a veterans group 
in Colorado Springs, was 
arrested in 2009 after claiming 
he was an ex-Marine who 
was wounded in Iraq and had 
received the Purple Heart 
and Silver Star. The Marine 
Corps said it had no record 
that Strandlof ever served. 

A Denver federal judge threw 
out the case against Strandlof 
in July. 

Strandlof’s attorney, Robert 
Pepin, said he is optimistic 
about winning at the appeals 
court or at the Supreme Court. 
“It really ends up being a 
very interesting argument, 
with solid arguments on our 
side and strongly articulated 
arguments on their side,” he 
said. 

If government lawyers can’t 
persuade the appeals courts 
to revive the law, they will 
likely ask the Supreme 
Court to hear the case, said 
Shanmugam, who served 
as the Justice Department’s 
assistant solicitor general 
under President George W. 
Bush. The solicitor general 
is the government’s top law 
yerin arguments before the 
Supreme Court. 

“When a federal court 
declares a federal statute 
unconstitutional, the solicitor 
general feels a strong obligation 
to defend the statute, where a 
reasonable argument can be 
made,” Shanmugam said. 
Shanmugam and others cited 
two 2010 Supreme Court 
rulings as indicators that the 
justices might overturn the 
Stolen Valor Act. 

In one, the court overturned 
campaign spending limits on 
corporations and unions, and 
in the other it struck down a 
federal ban on videos that 
show graphic violence to 


animals. Both were viewed as 
free-speech cases. 

Jonathan Turley, a professor 
at George Washington 
University Law School, said 
the Stolen Valor Act answers 
no real legal need but was 
written for political reasons, 
so lawmakers could show they 
are on the side of real heroes 
by punishing impostors. 
“There’s already a 
considerable deterrent for 
people who are engaged in 
this kind of conduct,” he 
said. “Many of these people 
are charged with fraud. If 
someone is only wearing 
medals without seeking any 
form of gain, it becomes 
highly questionable.” 

Eugene Volokh, a UCLA 
law professor, said the court 
traditionally requires the 
government to prove it has a 
compelling interest to restrict 
free speech, which could be 
difficult in this case. 

“I don’t think that anybody’s 
going to stop being a brave 
soldier, or be a less brave 
soldier, or have less respect for 
a brave soldier, because some 
number of people lie about it,” 
he said. Sterner, the military 
historian, said he believes 
the law has a good chance of 
surviving, citing the divided 
vote by the three-judge panel 
of the 9th Circuit. 

“The fact that we had a 2- 
1 split bodes well at the 9th 
Circuit,” said Sterner, whose 
wife, Pam, wrote a policy 
analysis in college that became 
the basis of the bill. 

The bill’s author in Congress, 
Colorado Democratic Rep. 
John Salazar, defended the law 
and said the rulings against it 
were misguided. 

“You go out and you sacrifice 
and you earn these awards 
because of heroism. If 
somebody comes and tries 
to act like a hero, it kind of 
degrades what they did,” he 
said. “It’s defending their 
honor, as I see it. ”□

DJk Anti-gay NYC attack laced with hate speech 



NEW YORK 

- Gang members used an 
anti-gay slur to ask two teen 
boys and a 30-year-old man 
about their sexuality before 
brutally torturing and beating 
them last week in a working- 
class Bronx neighborhood, 
authorities said in court, 
where eight suspects stood 
with drooped heads at their 
first appearance as their 
relatives wept behind them. 
During the proceeding 
Sunday, Assistant District 
Attorney Theresa Gottlieb 
said that each victim was 
asked prior to being beaten 
in the Oct. 3 attacks: “Is it 
true that you’re a fag?” 

The defendants did not 
enter pleas to charges that 
include robbery, assault, 
sexual abuse and unlawful 
imprisonment as hate crimes. 
The most serious charge 
carried a potential 2 5-year 
prison term. Police were 
looking for a ninth suspect, 
who had been expected to 
turn himself in but didn’t 
show. 

The nine men, members 
of the Latin King Goonies 
gang, had heard a rumor 
one of their teenage recruits 
was gay and on the night of 
Oct. 3, found him, stripped 
and beat him and sodomized 
him with a plunger handle 
until he confessed to having 
had sex with a man, police 
say. The gang members 
then found a second teen 
they suspected was gay and 
tortured him, police say. 
They also invited the man 
the first teen had admitted 


having sex with to a house, 
telling him they were having 
a party, police say. When he 
arrived, five of them burned, 
beat and tortured him for 
hours, police say. 

The man was sodomized 
with a miniature baseball bat 
by a defendant who taunted 
him with, “You like that. 
You like that,” the criminal 
complaint said. 

Two of his attackers went 
to his home, court papers 
and authorities said, 
where they encountered 
the man’sbrother. They 
punched him, bound his 
hands with rope, put tape 
around his head before and 
threw a mattress on top 
of him, authorities said, 
and demanded money and 
jewelry and threatened him 
with death before leaving 
with cash and a 52-inch flat- 
screen television. 

The suspects were identified 
as Ildefonzo Mendez, 23; 
Elmer Confresi, 23; David 
Rivera, 21; Steven Caraballo, 
Denis Peitars, Nelson Falu 
and Bryan Almonte, all 17; 
and Brian Cepeda, 16. 

Bronx Criminal Court Judge 
Harold Adler set bail for 
Peitars and Caraballo at 
$100,000 bond or $50,000 
cash; the other six were held 
without bail. 

Two attorneys, PaulHorowitz 
and Fred Bittlingmeyer, 
represented the eight at the 
hearing but didn’t expect to 
represent all of them through 
the legal process. 
Bittlingmeyer, representing 
Peitars, said his client 


only punched one of the 
complainants after the other 
defendants said they “were 
going to find out who the 
men are in this room and who 
the fags are in this room.” 
Bittlingmeyer said if Peitars 
didn’t throw a punch he 
would have been attacked 
himself. He also denied it 
was a scheme by a gang, 
describing it as people 
getting together on a Sunday 
night and “one individual let 
it get out of hand.” 
Horowitz, representing 
Caraballo, said his client had 
notpreviouslybeen in trouble 
with the law and denies the 
allegations. He said the only 
offense of which Caraballo 
was accused was hitting one 
of the complainants with his 
fist. 

Falu’s mother, Caroline 
Falu, said her son is a “good 
boy.” 

“I just know my son is 
innocent,” she said. “I know 
my son. He’s not like that.” 
Mayor Michael Bloomber 
g said he was sickened by 
the accusations of violence 
“and saddened by the anti¬ 
gay bias.” The beatings in 
the Bronx followed a string 
of anti-gay attacks and teen 
suicides attributed to anti¬ 
gay bullying. 

Gay men and women live 
openly in Morris Heights, 
the largely Hispanic 
neighborhood where the 
Oct. 3 beatings took place, 
and while residents were 
disturbed by some past 
violent behavior blamed 
on the defendants, some 


said they hadn’t previously 
targeted homosexuals. 

On Sunday, outside the 
four-story brick building 
where police say the 
assaults happened, 

a police officer was posted 
in three-wheeled scooter, 
and crime scene tape 
stretched across the bottom 
of it. Children played in the 
street in front of the home, 
which faces Primary School 
226. 

An assortment of colorful 
flowers were laid in front of 
the home with a sympathy 
card that read: “Prayers for 
healing for our community.” 


Two blocks away, young 
men stood on the corner 
outside the building where 
the 30-year-old victim and 
his brother live in a fifth- 
floor walk-up. A sign at 
the building’s entrance w 
amed that it was patrolled 
by the police department’s 
Operation Clean Halls. 

In the deli on the main floor 
of the building, Jose Aurelio 
said the 30-year-old victim 
stopped in every morning on 
his way to the bus, often just 
to say hello. 

“He comes here every 
day, happy, nice,” he said.

The U.S.-led NATO force 
has historically been slow 
to acknowledge friendly 
fire deaths in Afghanistan. 
Drawn-out investigations 
mean findings can come 
weeks or months after an 
incident. But an increased 
focus on preventing civilian 
deaths has led NATO over the 
past year to push for quicker 
reporting on mistakes. 
Norgrove,36, fromScotland’s 
Isle of Lewis, worked on a 
U.S.-funded aid project for 
Development Alternatives 
Inc., a Bethesda, Maryland- 
based organization. She was 
abducted in an ambush on 
Sept. 26 while driving toward 
Asadabad, the capital of 
Kunar province, according to 
Afghan officials. She was to 
oversee projects in the area. 
Three Afghan colleagues 
were also captured in the 
ambush but all were later 
released. 

Norgrove died Friday night 
— nearly two weeks after 
being captured — when U.S. 
special forces stormed the 
Taliban compound where 
she was being held in Kunar 
province. 

In its initial statement 
Saturday, NATO said 
Norgrove was killed when 
captors detonated a bomb 
during the attack. 

But then the rescue mission 
leader saw surveillance 
footage of the incident, had 
discussions with other team 
members and decided “it 
was not conclusive what 
the cause of her death was,” 
said Lt. Col. John Dorrian, 
a spokesman at NATO 
headquarters in Kabul. 

When the rescue team 
assaulted the Taliban hideout, 
they came under fire from 
within the compound as 
well as from an overwatch 
position nearby, Dorrian said 
Monday. 


“It was a very high elevation 
area, very very challenging 
terrain,” Dorrian said. All 
six gunmen who fought back 
against the U.S. force were 
killed, along with Norgrove. 
He said women and children 
in the compound were not 
injured and that no one on 
the U.S. rescue team was 
wounded Dorrian did not 
provide details on how long 
the fighting lasted, the size of 
the force or what weaponry 
they used. 

In London, Cameron said 
that the U.S. and NATO 
commander in Afghanistan, 
Gen. David Petraeus, 
informed him that Norgrove 
was possibly killed by a 
grenade detonated by a 
member of the rescue team. 
Cameron said he told 
Norgrove’s family of 
the “deeply distressing 
development,” and defended 
the decision to attempt the 
risky rescue mission. 

“We were clear that Linda’s 
life was in grave danger and 
the operation offered the 
best chance of saving her 
life,” Cameron told reporters 
at a news conference at 10 
Downing St. 

“I want to assure Mr. and 
Mrs. Norgrove that I will do 
everything I possibly can to 
establish the full facts and 
give them certainty about 
how their daughter died,” 
he added. Norgrove’s father, 
John, said the family had no 
comment. 

Cameron said Norgrove’s 
family had been kept 
informed of the decision, 
which was made by Foreign 
Secretary William Hague 
with his full support. 
Cameron’s office said the 
prime minister spoke by 
telephone with President 
Barack Obama, who 
expressed his condolences 
and said U.S. authorities 
would cooperate on the 
investigation into what had 


happened. 

Hague, in a statement before 
the House of Commons, said 
Norgrove’s captors intended 
to “pass her further up the 
Taliban command chain.” 

He said intensive efforts 
to locate Norgrove began 
immediately after her 
abduction, including 

increased military operations 
in theareawhereshewas taken 
and leaflet drops offering a 
reward for information about 
her whereabouts. 

Hague said he had authorized 
a rescue operation from 
day one but bad weather 
prevented an earlier rescue 
attempt 

Norgrove had worked in 
Afghanistan for years on 
various aid projects, spoke 
the language and was 
“dedicated to Afghanistan,” 
according to a statement 
released by her employer. 
Her projects mainly involved 
working with farmers or on 
environmental protection 
programs. 

She had donned a burqa — a 
body-covering robe worn by 
many Afghan women — for 
the trip during which she was 
kidnapped, local police said. 
It wasn’t the first time in 
Afghanistan that an operation 
to rescue an abducted Briton 
ended in bloodshed. In 
September 2009, Stephen 
Farrell, a reporter for The 
New York Times, and Sultan 
Munadi, an Afghan journalist 
and interpreter who worked 
regularly with the Times and 
other news organizations, 
were taken hostage when they 
went to cover the aftermath 
of a NATO airstrike that 
killed scores of civilians in 
northern Afghanistan. 
Munadi and a British 
commando died in the raid 
that rescued Farrell, a Briton. 
British forces said they had to 
leave Munadi’s body behind 
because they were coming 
under such heavy fire.Q

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 
Iran’s leader issued a decree 
Monday paving the way for a 
state takeover of the country’s 
largest private university, in a 
crushing blow to the nation’s 
moderates. 

The Islamic Azad University is 
the center of power for former 
President Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani, a pragmatist 
and key supporter of Iran’s 
moderates. The institution, 
which was founded in 
1982, was a major site for 
opposition protests against 
the 2009 disputed re-election 
of President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinej ad, which 

opponents say was fraudulent. 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei’s decree declared 
the university’s endowment, 
which keeps it financially 
independent, to be religiously 
illegitimate and therefore null 
and void. 

The endowment, or vaqf in 


Farsi, was set up in 2009, 
shortly after the elections by 
the university board to keep 
the it independent in the face of 
the rising power of hardliners 
in the ruling system. 

The university, which has more 
than one 1.3 million students in 
over 350 branches nationwide, 
allowed opposition candidate 
Mir Hossein Mousavi free 
access to its huge resources 
during his election campaign, 
allowing his voice to be heard 
all over Iran. 

Ever since, Ahmadinejad 
and his extremist camp have 
intensified efforts to strip 
Rafsanjani of this multibillion 
dollar power house. The assets 
of the university are estimated 
to be around $250 billion. 

The endowment was challenged 
by Ahmadinej ad’s supporters 
and after the elections, the 
courts, parliament and various 
councils allied to different 
factions within the ruling 
system battled over the fate of 
the university. 

Khamenei’s decision is a public 


humiliation of Rafsanjani and 
a huge boost to his archenemy 
Ahmadinej ad and his extremist 
supporters. 

In his decree, Khamenei said 
he had tasked two delegations 
comprised of legal experts and 
scholars headed by one of his 
supporters with conducting an 
“in depth and comprehensive” 
study of the issue and the final 
result found the endowment to 
be illegitimate. 

“The endowment has major 
legal and jurisprudential 
problems including the 
legitimacy of the endowment 
and the competence of the 
university’s founders to create 
it,” Khamenei said, according 
to the state news agency. 

Azad University is considered 
a private institution and is 
supposed to be immune from 
state interference. 

But Khamenei, who has final 
say on all state matters, said 
the university would be neither 
private nor government- 
controlled, possibly meaning 
that it will now be under his 


own control. 

It was not immediately clear 
how Rafsanjani and his 
moderate supporters will react 
to the ruling but the savvy 
politician said last month that 
annulling the endowment 
would be tantamount to 
fighting God. 

“I don’t think God will let 
anybody to disallow this 
endowment. And if somebody 
does that, God will be stronger 
than him and one day will take 
endowment back,” he said at 


the time. 

Rafsanjani said four legal 
scholars, including himself and 
Hasan Khomeini, grandson of 
the late Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, the father of Iran’s 
1979 Islamic Revolution, had 
approved the endowment. 
Khamenei, who backed 
Ahmadinejad as the winner 
of the disputed 2009 election, 
has publicly distanced himself 
from Rafsanjani, saying last 
year, that his views were closer 
to that of the president. □

Rwandan rebel leader 
arrested in Paris

THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) — A Rwandan rebel 
accused of orchestrating a humanitarian catastrophe against 
Congolese villagers in a blackmail scheme to leverage more 
political power for his group in Kigali was arrested in Paris 
on Monday, the International Criminal Court said. 

Callixte Mbarushimana (pronounced KA-lixt em-ba-ROO- 
shee-mana), a leader of the Democratic Forces for the 
Liberation of Rwanda, known by its French acronym FDLR, 
was taken into custody on a secret warrant issued two weeks 
ago by the Hague-based tribunal. 

Alain Gauthier, who heads an advocacy group for Rwandan 
genocide survivors, praised the arrest but said Mbarushimana 
also should be tried for the 1994 Rwandan genocide. 

The court said he was charged with 11 counts of crimes 
against humanity and war crimes, including murder, rape, 
persecution based on gender and extensive destruction of 
property committed by the FDLR in 2009. 

According to court papers, Mbarushimana and other FDLR 
leaders are accused of “having used violence against civilians 
as their main bargaining tool” in an international campaign 
to extort from Rwanda and the international community 
political power for the FDLR. 

In a statement summarizing allegations against 
Mbarushimana, the court said the rebels deliberately sparked 
“a massive humanitarian catastrophe” then offered to end 
the atrocities in exchange for political power. 

“As a result of this deadly blackmail, victims were killed, 
raped, and forcibly displaced, and entire villages were razed 
to the ground,” the court alleged. 

No date has been set for Mbarushimana to be transferred 
from Paris to The Hague. 

The French Foreign Ministry said in a statement the arrest 
“shows France’s constant will to fight impunity.” 

In Congo, government spokesman Lambert Mende also 
welcomed the arrest. □

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu on Monday said for the 
first time that he would extend the settlement 
restrictions in the West Bank — if the 
Palestinians recognize Israel as the Jewish 
national homeland. 

The idea, while innocuous to Israel’s 
supporters, is widely seen as undermining the 
rights of Arab Israelis, and was immediately 
rejected by the Palestinians. But it could 
signal that Netanyahu is willing to bend and 
save a U.S.-led peace effort in exchange for a 
different concession. 

The expiration of Israel’s 10-month 
moratorium on new settlement building two 
weeks ago thrust the month-old U.S.-led 
peace negotiations with the Palestinians into 
crisis. 

The Palestinians are refusing to continue 
negotiating with Israel as long as settlement 
building continues, but Netanyahu has 
insisted the curb on construction was a one¬ 
time gesture. 

The U.S. administration has been scrambling 
for weeks to find a creative way out of the 
quagmire and satisfy both sides and has 
put heavy pressure on Netanyahu to extend 
the slowdown, while offering a slew of 
incentives. 

In a policy speech marking a new session 
of parliament, Netanyahu offered his own 
formula to move forward. 

“If the Palestinian leadership would say 
unequivocally to its people that it recognizes 
Israel as the national homeland of the 
Jewish people, I will be willing to convene 
my government and ask for an additional 
suspension,” he said, in a speech that was 
heckled by some lawmakers. 

“As the Palestinian expect that we will 
recognize a Palestinian state as their national 
homeland, we are entitled to expect that 
they will recognize Israel as our national 
homeland,” he said. 

Netanyahu has made similar demands in the 
past, though he has never explicitly linked it to 
the settlement issue. On Sunday, Netanyahu’s 
Cabinet passed a bill that would require non- 
Jewish immigrants to pledge allegiance to 
the “Jewish and democratic” state of Israel in 
order to receive citizenship. 

The move is widely seen as undermining the 
rights of Israel’s Arabs who make up a fifth 
of Israel’s 7.5 million people. 

The Palestinians also refuse to accept Israel 
as a Jewish state, saying it violates the rights 
of millions of Palestinian refugees scattered 
around the world. Instead, they say it is 
sufficient that they recognize Israel’s right to 
exist. 

Palestinian negotiator Saeb Erekat said 
the idea was “unacceptable” and accused 
Netanyahu of “playing games” in his address 
and said he saw no connection between Jewish 


settlements and Israel’s national character. 

“I don’t see a relevance between his 
obligations under international law and him 
trying to define the nature of Israel,” he said. 
“I hope he will stop playing these games 
and will start the peace process by stopping 
settlements.” 

Some 300,000 Jewish settlers live in the 
West Bank, in addition to nearly 200,000 
Israelis living in Jewish neighborhoods in 
east Jerusalem. 

The Palestinians claim both areas, captured 
by Israel in the 1967 Mideast war, as parts 
of a future independent state and say that 
continued Israeli settlement construction 
sends a message that Israel is not serious 
about reaching peace. 

Netanyahu counters that the Palestinians 
— by demanding a complete settlement 
freeze — are imposing preconditions that 
should be sorted out in the course of direct 
negotiations. 

He said his demand was no such condition. 
“But there is no doubt that such a step by the 
Palestinians would be a confidence building 
measure that will open a new horizon of trust 
and faith among large portions of Israeli 
society who in light of events of the past 
decade have lost their faith in the Palestinians 
to end the conflict,” he said. 

Arab lawmakers heckled Netanyahu 
throughout his address. “This is a ridiculous 
proposal!” yelled Ahmad Tibi. 

Right-wing lawmakers also heckled the 
suggestion that the moratorium could be 
extended. 

It remains unclear whether Netanyahu 
proposed it knowing it would be rejected, or 
whether the offer signals a true willingness to 
break the deadlock — perhaps in exchange 
for another incentive, from either the 
Palestinians or Americans. 

Netanyahu has been under heavy international 
pressure to renew the settlement slowdown. 
U.S. mediators have been offering Israel a 
series of vague assurances and incentives 
on the security and diplomatic fronts to get 
Israel to extend its settlement moratorium. 
Netanyahu, who leads a pro-settler coalition 
of religious and nationalist parties, has 
resisted the calls thus far, but has signaled he 
is open to a compromise. 

Meanwhile, a senior Palestinian negotiator 
lashed out at the United States for trying to 
mollify Israel with incentives. 

“It’s strange how the violator, who hadn’t 
fulfilled his commitments, is given rewards 
and guarantees to lure him to implement what 
must be implemented,” Nabil Shaath said. 
Since Israel’s 10-month moratorium on new 
building starts expired on Sept. 26, peace 
talks have stalled less than a month after they 
were launched at the White House. 

Over the weekend, the 22-member Arab 
League gave the Palestinians another month 
to reach a compromise.Q 
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Dramatic endgame nears for trapped Chile miners

SAN JOSE MINE, Chile (AP) 

— They’ll come up one by 
one in green overalls bearing 
their names on their chests 

— first the fittest, then the 
weakest, twisting in a steel 
cage that proved itself with 
four flawless test runs deep 
into the earth. 

The dramatic endgame 
hastened Monday for the 
33 Chilean miners who 
have braved two months 
underground, with rescuers 
reinforcing the escape shaft 
and the 13-foot-tall rescue 
chamber sliding, as planned, 
nearly all the way to the 
trapped men. 

“It didn’t even raise any dust,” 
Mining Minister Laurence 
Golbome said. 

If all goes well, everything 
will be in place late Tuesday 
to begin pulling the men 
out, officials said. The lead 
psychologist for the rescue 
team recommended the 
extractions begin at dawn 
Wednesday. No official 
decision was announced, but 
Andre Sougarret, the rescue 
team coordinator, tweeted 
Monday evening that “today 
the miners sleep their last 
night together!” 

On Monday, the Phoenix 
I capsule — the biggest of 
three built by Chilean navy 
engineers, named for the 
mythic bird that rose from 
ashes — made its first test run 
after the top 180 feet of the 
shaft was encased in tubing, 
the rescue leader said. 

Then the empty capsule was 
winched 2,000 feet, just 40 feet 
short of the shaft system that 
has been the miners’ refuge 
since an Aug. 5 collapse. 

“We didn’t send it (all the 
way) down because we could 
risk that someone will jump 
in,” a grinning Golborne told 
reporters. 

Engineers had planned to 
extend the piping nearly twice 
as far, but they decided to stop 
after the sleeve — the hole is 
angled 11 degrees off vertical at 
its top before plumbing down, 
like a waterfall — became 
jammed during a probe. 
Rescue team psychologist 
Alberto Iturra said he 
recommended the first man 


be pulled out at dawn because 
the miners are to be taken by 
Chilean air force helicopters 
to the nearby city of Copiapo 
and fog tends to enshroud the 
mine at night. 

It is a roughly 10-minute flight, 
said Lt. Col. Aldo Carbone, 
the choppers’ squadron 
commander. He said the pilots 
have night-vision goggles but 
will not fly unless it is clear. 
Ambulances will be ready for 
backup. The drive would take 
about an hour. 

Officials have drawn up a 
secret list of which miners 
should come out first, but 
the order could change after 
paramedics andamining expert 
first descend in the capsule to 
evaluate the men and oversee 
the journey upward. First out 
will be the four fittest of frame 
and mind, said health minister 
Jaime Manalich. Next will 
be 10 who are weakest or 
ill. One miner suffers from 
hypertension. Another is a 
diabetic, and others have dental 
and respiratory infections or 
skin lesions from the mine’s 
oppressive humidity. 

The last out is expected to be 
Luiz Urzua, who was shift 
chief when the men became 
entombed, several family 
members of miners told the 
AP, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they did 
not want to upset government 
officials. 

The men will take a twisting, 
20-minute ride for 2,041 feet 
up to the surface. It should take 
about an hour for the rescue 
capsule to make a round trip, 
Aguilar told The Associated 
Press. Golbome said all 
would be ready by 12:01 a.m. 
Wednesday. Officials wanted 
to make sure the concrete 
around the steel tubing at the 
top of the shaft set, he said. 
Plans called for the media to 
be blocked by a screen from 
viewing the miners when they 
reach the surface. A media 
platform has been set up 
more than 300 feet away from 
mouth of the hole. 

After being extracted, the 
miners will be ushered through 
inflatable tunnels, like the 
ones used in sports stadiums, 
to ambulances that will take 
them to a triage station. Once 
cleared by doctors there, they 
are to be taken to another area 


where they’ll be reunited with 
one to three family members 
chosen by each miner. 

After the reunion, the miner 
will be driven to a heliport for 
the flight to Copiapo. 

Iturra, who has tightly managed 
the miners’ underground lives 
to keep them fit and busy, 
turned his attention Monday 
to their families. Just as the 


miners will need time to adjust 
once they have surfaced, so 
will their families, he said. 
Iturra recommended they 
leave the tent city where 
they have kept vigil, which 
is increasingly besieged by 
journalists. It sprang up amid 
piles of rock at the copper 
and gold mine isolated in the 
coastal desert of Atacama. 


“They need to get their feet 
firmly back on the ground as 
well,” he said. “That’s why I 
sent them home to sleep.” 

A torrent of emotions awaits 
the miners when they finally 
rejoin the outside world. 

As trying as it has been for 
them to survive underground 
for 68 days, the mine is at least 
terra cognita. □

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Mike Hart scored the game’s 
only touchdown on an 11- 
yard run with 4:02 to go as 
the Indianapolis Colts handed 
the Kansas City Chiefs their 
first loss of the season 19-9 
on Sunday, leaving the NFL 
without any unbeaten teams. 
It’s the first time since 1970 
that no team has reached 4-0. 
The Colts (3-2) won in atypical 
fashion. For the first time this 
season, Peyton Manning failed 
to top 300 yards or throw for 
a touchdown. He finished 26- 
of-44 for 244 yards with one 
interception and couldn’t get 
the Colts into the end zone 
until Hart’s clinching score. 
Cardinals 30, Saints 20 
At Glendale, Arizona, Max 
Hall’s debut as Arizona’s 
quarterback was a winning 
one as the Cardinals defense 
intercepted three passes by 
Drew Brees. 

The undrafted rookie from 
BYU completed 17 of 27 
passes for 168 yards, Jay 
Feely kicked three field goals 
and Kerry Rhodes returned a 
fumble 27 yards for a score to 
lead the way. 

Raiders, 35 Chargers 27 

At Oakland, California, 
Michael Bush ran 3 yards for 
the go-ahead touchdown with 
3:39 remaining and Tyvon 
Branch returned a fumble 64 
yards for a score as Oakland 
snapped a 13-game losing 
streak against San Diego. 

All it took to end the seven- 
year drought for the Raiders 
(2-3) was two blocked two 
punts, two long touchdown 
drives in the second half led 
by backup quarterback Jason 
Campbell and the big play 
at the end by Branch and 
Michael Huff. 

Titans 34, Cowboys 27 
At Arlington, Texas, Chris 
Johnson scored a pair of 1- 
yard touchdowns in the fourth 
quarter, lifting Tennessee over 
mistake-prone Dallas. 

The Cowboys got behind 17- 
3 with penalties and errors on 
defense. Dallas managed to tie 
it at 17 and 20, then a tipped 
pass that was intercepted set 
up Johnson’s first touchdown 
of the final period. 

Eagles 27, 49ers 24 


At San Francisco, Kevin 
Kolb passed for 253 yards 
while capably filling in for 
injured Michael Vick, and 
Quintin Mikell returned Alex 
Smith’s fumble 52 yards for a 
touchdown early in the fourth 
quarter of Philadelphia’s 
victory over winless San 
Francisco. 

LeSean McCoy rushed 
for a score and Trevard 
Lindley made a last-minute 
interception for the Eagles (3- 
2), who forced five turnovers 
and survived San Francisco’s 
late rally for their fifth straight 
win over the 49ers (0-5). 
Lions 44, Rams 6 
At Detroit, Stefan Logan’s 
105-yard kickoff return broke 
a tie and sent the Lions to 
their first win of the season 
and ended a 10-game losing 
streak. 

The win was the Lions’ 
most-lopsided since beating 
the expansion Jacksonville 
Jaguars 44-0 in 1995. 

Logan’s franchise-record 
tying score helped the Lions 
(1-4) outscore St. Louis 21-3 
in the second quarter, and they 
didn’t let up. 


At Baltimore, Ray Rice ran for 
133 yards and two touchdowns 
as Baltimore frustrated Denver 
quarterback Kyle Orton. 
Baltimore (4-1) jumped to a 
17-0 lead and coasted to its 
third straight win, the first 
this season by double digits. 
The Ravens moved past idle 
Pittsburgh into sole possession 
of first place in the AFC 
North. 

At Houston, Eli Manning 
threw two of his three 
touchdown passes to Hakeem 
Nicks and the Giants held 
Houston to a franchise-low 24 
yards rushing. 

Nicks finished with career 
highs of 12 catches and 130 
yards, another big day for a 
receiver against the Texans’ 
porous secondary. Manning 
finished 27 of 42 for 297 
yards, and threw his third TD 
pass to Steve Smith in the 
fourth quarter. 

At Landover, Maryland, 
Graham Gano kicked a 33- 
yard field goal 6:54 into 
overtime to lift Washington 
past Green Bay. 

The winning score was set 
up by LaRon Landry’s diving 


interception of Aaron Rodgers 
at the Packers 39. The 
Redskins moved the ball with 
the help of two penalties to set 
up Gano’s kick. 

At Charlotte, North Carolina, 
Matt Forte rushed for 166 
yards and two touchdowns, 
Julius Peppers had an acrobatic 
interception against his former 
team and Chicago overcame 
four interceptions by backup 
Todd Collins to keep Carolina 
winless. 

Forte scored both his TDs in 
the first quarter, during which 
Peppers silenced a booing 
crowd in his first game back 
to Carolina with a diving 
interception to set up a field 
goal. 

At Cleveland, defensive end 
Kroy Biermann’s spectacular 
interception return for a 
touchdown in the fourth quarter 
led Atlanta over Cleveland. 
After pressuring Browns 
quarterback Jake Delhomme, 
Biermann leaped to deflect the 
pass and then made a diving 
headfirst catch like a seasoned 
wide receiver. Knowing 
he had not been touched, 
Biermann scrambled to his 


feet and rumbled 31 yards on a 
twisting, turning effort to give 
the Falcons a 20-10 lead with 
4:01 left. 

At Orchard Park, New York, 
tight end Marcedes Lewis 
caught two touchdowns 
passes as Jacksonville rallied 
from a 10-point deficit to keep 
Buffalo winless. 

David Garrard shook off an 
interception and a lost fumble 
to throw for three touchdowns 
as the Jaguars (3-2) snapped 
a four-game road skid. 
Mike Sims-Walker’s 7-yard 
touchdown put the Jaguars 
ahead for good, 27-20 lead 
late in the third quarter.

AP Source: Favre says 
sorry to Viking teammates

NEW YORK - Brett 
Favre has apologized to 
the Minnesota Vikings for 
the distraction caused by 
an NFL investigation into 
allegations that he sent racy 
messages and lewd photos 
to a Jets game hostess in 
2008. 

A person with knowledge 
of the situation told The 
Associated Press that Favre 
spoke to his teammates 
Monday while they were 
preparing to play the 
New York Jets at New 
Meadowlands Stadium. The 
person spoke on condition 
of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to 
talk publicly about the 
conversation. 

ESPN first reported on 
Favre’s apology. 

NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell said Monday that 
the league is looking to “find 
out all the facts” regarding 
the Favre allegations and 
that once the investigation 
is finished “then we’ll 
determine what the next 
step is from there, if any.” 
Goodell spoke in Chicago, 
where he is attending 
league meetings. There was 
no indication from the NFL 
when the investigation 
would be complete or when 
the league would talk to 
Favre. 


The NFL is trying to 
determine if Favre, a three¬ 
time MVP, violated its 
personal conduct policy. 
Should the league find he 
did, Favre could be fined or 
suspended. 

“The first thing you want to 
do is find out the facts, and 
that’s what we’re trying to 
do,” Goodell said. “We’re 
trying to find out all the 
facts around it and then 
once we determine those 
facts, then we’ll determine 
what the next step is from 
there, if any.” 

After a long stretch with 
Green Bay, where he won 
a Super Bowl, Favre played 
for New York in 2008 and 
then signed with the Vikings 
last year. 

Last week, the website 
Deadspin posted a story 
which included several 
voicemails allegedly sent 
by Favre to Jenn Sterger, 
who worked for the Jets 
while Favre was with 
the team. The voicemails 
include a man asking to 
meet with Sterger, who 


now is a TV personality for 
the Versus network. The 
website posted a video that 
contained the voicemails 
and several graphic photos 
— said to be of Favre — 
that were allegedly sent to 
Sterger’s cell phone. 

Sterger’s manager, Phil 
Reese, has declined to say 
if his client is cooperating 
with the NFL or has retained 
a lawyer, but issued a 
statement Monday saying 
that “we’re looking at all 
our options right now and 
our only concern is what’s 
in Jenn’s best interest.” 
Deadspin also reported that 
Favre pursued two female 
massage therapists who 
worked part time for the 
team, according to one of 
the women. Deadspin did 
not identify the women, but 
a Jets spokesman said the 
team was giving contact 
information for the two 
women to the league. 
Favre’s only public 
comment on the reports 
came last Thursday: “I’m 
not getting into that. I’ve 


got my hands full with the 
Jets and am trying to get 
some timing down with our 
guys, so that’s all I’m going 
to discuss.”

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Jimmie Johnson sails as Chase challengers struggle

CHARLOTTE, N.C. - A 
piece of debris clung to the 
grill of Jimmie Johnson’s car 
a mere 17 laps into the race 
at Auto Club Speedway, and 
for a bit, it appeared the four¬ 
time defending NASCAR 
champion was in some rare 
trouble. 

As the garbage flapped off 
the front of his Chevrolet, 
the temperatures climbed to 
levels high enough to cause 
concern for Johnson and 
his Hendrick Motorsports 
team. It also created some 
wishful thinking from the 
championship contenders 
eager to see Johnson suffer a 
stroke of bad luck. 

Alas, it wasn’t to be. 

A pit stop 21 laps later gave 
his crew a chance to clean the 
grill, and Johnson set sail for 
a third-place finish. Not so for 
many of his challengers, who 
one-by-one suffered through 
championship-cripplingcrisis’ 
during Sunday’s race. 


Now Johnson again sits atop 
the Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship standings, and 
the list of drivers capable of 
dethroning him is dwindling. 
What was one of the tightest 
Chase in its seven year history 
at the start of the race — nine 


drivers were separated by 101 
points — was blown open 
three hours later when the 
checkered flag fell. 

The unraveling began with 
a disastrous day for Roush- 
Fenway Racing. Greg Biffle’s 
engine expired 40 laps into the

race, and a week after using a 
win at Kansas to get back into 
the title hunt, his chances had 
blown up in a plume of white 
smoke.

Brazil wins 3rd straight volleyball title

ROME (AP) — Brazil’s experience carried it to a third 
consecutive volleyball world title Sunday with a 3-0 shutout of 
Cuba, the youngest team in the tournament. 

The 25-22, 25-14, 25-22 victory solidified Brazil’s status as the 
top-ranked team in the sport, following its victories in 2002 and 
2006. The South Americans also won the Olympic tournament 
in 2004, then took silver behind the United States in Beijing two 
years ago. 

“We were united as a team and united like a family,” said Brazil 
captain Gilberto Godoy Filho, who added tht it was his last 
worlds. “Now we’ve got to focus on the World Cup next season 
and then the Olympics, which is the high point of this sport.” 
Brazil becomes the second team to win three straight world 


titles after Italy won in 1990, 1994 and 1998. The Soviet Union 
won a record six titles but never more than two in a row. 
Earlier, Serbia beat host Italy 3-1 for third place, while Russia 
beat the United States in the fifth-place game Saturday. 

Brazil standout Leandro Vissotto Neves closed out the final 
with a spike on the South Americans’ fourth match point, then 
dropped to the floor — all 6 feet, 11 inches of him — and was 
mobbed by celebrating teammates. 

Brazil’s youngest player, 24-year-old Bruno Mossa Rezende, 
climbed the umpire’s ladder and gestured to the crowd to share 
in his celebration. 

Vissotto led Brazil with 19 points and alongside 6-foot-7 Dante 
Guimaraes Amaral, Brazil’s wall proved too tough to breach. 
In addition, 29-year-old Murilo Endres used his skills to break 
apart the Cuban defense, earning him the tournament’s top 
player award. 

“We were able to control our pressure and exploit their mistakes 
and simply played better,” Brazil coach Bernardo Rezende 
said. “I was happy with the way several of our guys dealt with 
physical problems. Vissotto had a great game.” 

Wilfredo Leon Venero, at 17 the youngest player in the 
tournament, showed his nerves with a series of early errors, 
including missed serves, and failed to carry Cuba like he had in 
earlier games — despite scoring a team-high 15 points. 

Still, Cuba should be pleased with its performance. With an 
average age of 22.5, it was a sharp improvement from its 15th- 
place finish at the last worlds in 2006. 

Also, Cuba beat Brazil 3-2 in the preliminary rounds. 

“It was tough for us against such a physical squad, having so 
little experience in finals,” said Cuba coach Orlando Samuels 
Blackwood, who also coached Cuba to the final in 1990. 

“The Cuban league only lasts three weeks, so we’ve got to work 
on the physical aspect more and hopefully get our season to 
last longer. It’s very tough to improve tactics in such a short 
period.’Q 


with his ignition box that sent 
him to the garage for repairs.

So why is it that Johnson is 
seemingly able to hit cruise 
control during the Chase 
and coast to title after title 
while his challengers suffer 
through a myriad of mistakes, 
mechanical failures and bad 
breaks? 

The answer is complex. 

To start, the 10 Chase tracks 
suit Johnson and his team. 
He’s won at nine of the 10 
venues, and has a combined 
30 career victories at Chase 
tracks. 

His crew chief, Chad Knaus, 
has the luxury of having a 
team so good that making 
the Chase is not a question. It 
gives Knaus the opportunity 
to spend much of the “regular 
season” fine-tuning for the 
final 10-race push. 

But most important, in racing, 
teams tend to make their own 
luck. Johnson is so often 
in a comfortable position 
that he and the No. 48 team 
can approach each race as 
business as usual. There’s no 
risk-taking, no need to get 
aggressive on the track, and no 
point in experimenting with 
new setups or equipment. □

CINCINNATI - Phillies 
manager Charlie Manuel 
pointed to the 1995 Atlanta 
Braves, whose rotation 
included Greg Maddux, 
Tom Glavine and John 
Smoltz. Reds skipper Dusty 
Baker went back to the ‘70s, 
when the Baltimore Orioles 
had Jim Palmer, Dave 
McNally, Mike Cuellar and 
Pat Dobson. 

There will be plenty of 
time for comparisons now. 
Cole Hamels and the rest 
of Philadelphia’s stellar 
starters are headed for the 
NL championship series. 
Hamels struck out nine in 
a five-hitter, Chase Utley 
homered and the Phillies 
beat the Reds 2-0 on 
Sunday night to finish off 
the franchise’s first playoff 
sweep. 

“This moment here is just 
another stepping stone to 
trying to win another World 
Series,” Hamels said. 
Philadelphia, attempting to 
become the first NL team 
in 66 years to win three 
straight pennants, will host 
San Francisco or Atlanta 
in the NLCS opener on 
Saturday. The Giants beat 
the Braves 3-2 Sunday to 
take a 2-1 lead in their best- 
of-five division series. 

Roy Halladay got the 
Phillies off to a scintillating 
start with the second no¬ 
hitter in postseason history, 
and Hamels finished off 
the Reds with a masterful 
performance of his own. 
With Roy Oswalt also rested 
and ready to go for the next 
round, look out. 

“For everybody here the 
ultimate goal is to get to 
the World Series,” Halladay 
said. “This is the first step. 
We’re all looking to get to 
the end.” 

The Reds, making their first 
postseason appearance in 15 
years, committed six errors 
in the last two games of the 
series after finishing second 
in the NL with a club-record 
.988 fielding percentage 
during the regular season. 


The NL’s top offense 
managed only 11 hits in 
three games — the fewest 
for a team in a postseason 
series, according to STATS 
LLC. The previous low was 
13 by Texas against the New 
York Yankees in 1998. 
“Imean,theyreallypitched,” 
Baker said. “They’re a very 
good team. We kept ‘em in 
the ballpark, so to speak, 
kept the runs down. We just 
didn’t push across enough 
runs.” 

Hamels got Joey Votto to 
ground into a double play 
after Brandon Phillips’ 
leadoff single in the ninth, 
then struck out Scott Rolen 
to end the game. The 
lanky left-hander threw 
119 pitches in his first 
postseason complete game, 
82 for strikes. 

After Rolen struck out for 
the eighth time in the series, 
the celebration was on. 
Well, sort of. 

It all looked very routine — 
Manuel’s team has practiced 
this a lot over the past 
couple of years, including a 
victory over Tampa Bay in 
the 2008 World Series. 

“We don’t want to get too 
carried away,” Hamels 
said. “We’re just going to 
move on and play the best 
baseball we can.” 

Utley, greeted with loud 
boos and chants of “Cheater! 
Cheater!” before each at- 
bat, connected against 
Johnny Cueto in the fifth, 
giving the Phillies a 2-0 
lead. It was his 10th career 
postseason homer, moving 
him past teammate Jayson 
Werth and into first place 
on the club’s career list. 
Utley started Philadelphia’s 
winning rally in Game 
2 when he was hit by a 
pitch from hard-throwing 
reliever Aroldis Chapman 
in the seventh inning. The 
All-Star second baseman 
acknowledged after the 
game he wasn’t sure if the 
ball hit him, and a record 
crowd of 44,599 at Great 
American Ball Park made it 
clear what it thought of the 
play. 


Umpires reviewed Utley’s 
drive to right-center to see 
if a fan interfered with the 
ball, but the replays were 
conclusive and the call was 
quickly upheld. 

No cheating here. Just 
another timely drive for the 
NL East champs. 

“I knew I hit it OK,” Utley 
said. “I hit a ball in the first 
inning I thought I hit better 
than that one, but lucky for 
us, the weather is still warm 
and it’s a good hitters’ 
ballpark.” 

The Reds never regained 
their footing after Halladay 
shut them down in the 
series opener. The surprise 
NL Central winners led 4- 
0 in Game 2 but quickly 
fell apart, committing four 
errors in a gut-wrenching 
7-4 loss that put them on 
the brink of elimination. 
Hamels took it from there. 
The 2008 World Series 
MVP, quite the luxury to 
have as a No. 3 starter in 
the postseason, increased 
his perfect mark against 
Cincinnati to 7-0 in eight 
career starts. He also 
improved to 6-3 in 11 
postseason outings. 

“I have that sort of positive 
energy every time I come 
here,” said Hamels, who 
tossed five shutout innings 


in his major league debut in 
Cincinnati in 2006. 

Hamels, who went 5-1 with 
a 1.48 ERA in his final seven 
starts of the regular season, 
allowed only two runners to 
reach second and none of 
the Reds got to third. 

“He was sharp and I mean, 
he was good the whole nine 
innings,” Manuel said. 
Hamels also got some help 
from his defense in the first 
when center fielder Shane 
Victorino sprinted into the 
gap in left-center to grab 
Phillips’ liner with speedy 
Drew Stubbs on first. 
Cincinnati’s fielders were 
not so helpful to Cueto. 
Reds shortstop Orlando 
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Cabrera, a late addition to 
the lineup, made an errant 
throw in the first that 
allowed Placido Polanco 
to score an unearned run, 
quieting the towel-waving 
crowd desperate for 
something to cheer about. 
Rolen mishandled Carlos 
Ruiz’s grounder to third in 
the sixth but Homer Bailey 
got Hamels to fly out to end 
the inning. 

Cincinnati chased Oswalt 
early in Game 2, but was 
still impressed with the 
Phillies’ trio of starters. 
“Those three alone can

BEIJING (AP) — Top-seeded 
Novak Djokovic defeated 
David Ferrer of Spain 6-2, 
6-4 on Monday to defend his 
China Open title and claim 
his second championship of 
the year ahead of this week’s 
Shanghai Masters. 

In the women’s final, top- 
ranked Caroline Wozniacki 
of Denmark beat No. 3 Vera 
Zvonareva 6-3, 3-6, 6-3. 
Djokovic, the world No. 2, 
cruised through the first set 
of the match that had been 
postponed because of rain 
Sunday, but fell behind 4-2 in 
the second as his pace flagged 
slightly. 

At 4-3, the eighth-ranked 
Ferrer battled to hold serve and 
defend his lead, but Djokovic 
was relentless, breaking him 
to take the set and, two games 
later, the match. 

“I started off really well but 
then I lost the momentum I 
kind of lost the rhythm, got 
him back into the match with 
some unforced errors,” said 
Djokovic, who converted 
four of six break points while 
being broken only once to 


wrap up the match in 1 hour, 
24 minutes. 

“It wasn’t a really nice looking 
match from both sides. We 


made a lot of unforced errors, 
especially him. He made my 
life a little bit easier at the end 
of the second set, where, with 
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his unforced errors, I got back 
into the set,” the Serb said. 
Djokovic, who was runner- 
up at last month’s U.S. Open, 
said he was pleased with his 
improved serve, which he says 
is largely responsible for the 
run of success he’s experienced 
since Wimbledon. 

The 23 -year-oldhad somewhat 
more difficulty accounting for 
his success in Beijing, where 
he won the Olympic bronze 
medal in 2008 in addition to 
his back-to-back China Open 
titles. The playing surface 
— and the local cuisine — 
seem to suit his style of play, 
Djokovic said. 

“There’s something special 
about this place.” 

The win improves Djokovic’s 
record against Ferrer to five 
wins and four losses. 

Djokovic next faces either 
Ivan Fjubicic of Croatia or 
Chinese qualifier Zhang Ze 
on Wednesday at the ATP 
Masters in Shanghai. 

“This is definitely a confidence 
boost for me. The last two, 
three months ... feeling 
much more comfortable 
and confident on the court, 
playing the aggressive game 
and service is working for 
me which is a great thing to 


have,” he said. “Fet’s see if I 
can keep it up. Energy-wise 
I’m fresh.” 

Ferrer has less time to rest, 
meeting France’s Michael 
Flodra in Shanghai on 
Tuesday. He also pointed 
to the eighth game of the 
second set as having decided 
Monday’s match. 

“I had my chance there, but 
didn’t do it,” said the 28-year- 
old, who entered the final 
after beating Fjubicic in three 
sets in Saturday’s semifinals. 
“Maybe when I lost this 
game, I lost a little bit my 
concentration and couldn’t 
come back and play regular 
again.” 

Wozniacki converted three of 
her four breakpoints, one more 
than her Russian opponent. 
Zvonareva led 3-1 in the 
first set before losing five 
straight games. Employing 
her formidable two-handed 
backhand to devastating 
effect, Wozniacki broke 
Zvonareva in the second game 
of the third set then held serve 
to take a 3-0 lead. 

“I thought in general I played 
a really, really good match,” 
Wozniacki said. “I just stayed 
focused, I kept running, I tried 
to keep the pressure on her, 
tried to keep her moving and 
I thought we played a really, 
really good match.” 
TheChinaOpenis Wozniacki’s 
sixth title this season, the 
result, the 20-year-old said, of 
greater attention to a number 
of small aspects of her game. 
“I’m really happy and pleased 
by how I’m playing at the 
moment,” she said. 

Following her rise to the top 
spot, Wozniacki says a Grand 
Slam title is her next goal.

First patient treated in Geron stem cell trial

WASHINGTON (Reuters) 
- U.S. doctors have begun 
treating the first patient to 
receive human embryonic 
stem cells, but details of the 
landmark clinical trial are 
being kept confidential, Geron 
Corp said on Monday. 

Geron has the first U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
license to use the controversial 
cells to treat people, in 
this case patients with new 
spinal cord injuries. It is the 
first publicly known use of 
human embryonic stem cells 
in people. “The patient was 
enrolled at Shepherd Center, a 
132-bed spinal cord and brain 
injury rehabilitation hospital 
and clinical research center in 
Atlanta, Georgia,” Geron said 
in a statement. 

“Shepherd Center is one of 
seven potential sites in the 
United States that may enroll 
patients in the clinical trial.” 
Northwestern University in 
Chicago is also ready to enroll 


patients. 

Geron’s stem cells come from 
human embryos left over from 
fertility treatments. They have 
been manipulated so that they 
have become precursors to 
certain types of nerve cells. 
The hope is that they will 
travel to the site of a recent 
spinal cord injury and release 
compounds that will help the 
damaged nerves in the cord 
regenerate. 

The Phase I trial will not be 
aiming to cure patients but to 
establish that the cells are safe 
to use. Under the guidelines 
of the trial, the patients must 
have very recent injuries. 
Geron said the Shepherd 
Center would keep details of 
the patient confidential. 
“When we started working 
with human embryonic stem 
cells in 1999, many predicted 
that it would be a number of 
decades before a cell therapy 
would be approved for human 
clinical trials,’’GeronPresident 
and CEO Dr. Thomas Okarma 
said in a statement. 


Geron is not subject to 
limitations on federal funding 
for human embryonic stem 
cell research, as it has done all 
its work with its own funding. 
The government is embroiled 
in a legal battle over the cells. 
Just weeks after he took office 
in 2009, President Barack 
Obama issued an executive 
order that eased limitations 
on federal funding of human 
embryonic stem cell research. 
Opponents of their use say 
it is wrong to use a human 
embryo to make the cells, and 
two researchers have sued the 
National Institutes of Health. 
A federal appeals court has 
allowed continued federal 
funding of the work until the 
case is heard. 

Stem cells are the master cells 
of the body, giving rise to 
blood cells and tissue. Those 
taken from days-old embryos 
are the most powerful of all, 
giving rise to every tissue and 
cell type. 

While scientists have hoped 
that stem cells could transform 


medicine, providing cures for 
diseases such as Parkinson’s 
and juvenile diabetes, the 
reality has been that they are 
difficult to work with and 
do not easily grow into new 
tissues. 

Besides Geron, only one other 
company — Massachusetts- 
based Advanced Cell 
Technology — has a human 
embryonic stem cell treatment 


close to FDA approval. 

ACT’s product is a human 
embryonic stem cell trained 
to become a retinal cell. 
The company has asked the 
FDA for permission to use it 
in patients with Stargardt’s 
macular dystrophy, a genetic 
eye disease that progresses to 
blindness. Geron shares were 
up 4.1 percent to $5.55 in 
premarket trade. □ 


Too much TV psychologically 
harms children: study

do to kids if it’s the only way 
to limit the time they spend in 
front of a screen, according to 
a study published Monday. 
The study, conducted 
by researchers from the 
University of Bristol, found 
that youngsters who spend 
hours each day in front of the 


TV or games console have 
more psychological difficulties 
like problems relating to peers, 
emotional issues, hyperactivity 
or conduct challenges, than 
those who don’t. 

And contrary to what earlier 
studies have indicated, the 
negative impact of screen 
time was not remedied by 
increasing a child’s physical 
activity levels, says the study, 


published in the US journal 
Pediatrics. 

The researchers got 1,013 
children between the ages 
of 10 and 11 to self-report 
average daily hours spent 
watching television or playing 
— not doing homework — on 
a computer. Responses ranged 
from zero to around five hours 
per day. 

The children also completed 
a 25-point questionnaire to 
assess their psychological 
state, and the time they spent in 
moderate to vigorous activity 
was measured using a device 
called an accelerometer, which 
was worn around the waist for 
seven days. 

The researchers found that 
children who spent two hours 


or more a day watching 
television or playing on a 
computer were more likely 
to get high scores on the 
questionnaire, indicating 
they had more psychological 
difficulties than kids who did 
not spend a lot of time in front 
of a screen. 

Even children who were 
physically active but spent 
more than two hours a day 
in front of a screen were at 
increased risk of psychological 
difficulties, indicating that 
screen time might be the chief 
culprit. Earlier studies have 
found that while more time 
spent in front of a screen led 
to lower well-being, physical 
activity improved one’s state 
of mind. That led researchers 


to believe that upping 
physical activity levels could 
counteract the negative impact 
of watching TV or playing on 
the computer. 

And many parents and children 
think that spending a lot of time 
on the computer or in front of 
the television is OK if it’s part 
of a “balanced lifestyle”, the 
study in Pediatrics says. 
“Excessive use of electronic 
media is not a concern if 
children are physically active,” 
the study says. 

But its findings indicate that 
might not be the case, and the 
researchers advise parents to 
limit their children’s computer 
use and TV viewing time to 
ensure their “optimal well- 
being.’Q

Family: Soprano loan Sutherland 
has died, age 83

GENEVA - Soprano Joan 
Sutherland, whose purity of 
tone and brilliant vocal display 
made her one of the most 
celebrated opera singers of 
all time, has died at 83 after a 
four-decade career that won 
her praise as the successor to 
legend Maria Callas. 

Her family said she died Sunday 
at her home near Geneva after a 
long illness. 

Called “La Stupenda” by her 
Italian fans, Sutherland was 
acclaimed from her native 
Australia to North America and 
Europe for her wide range of 
roles. 

But she was particularly praised 
for her singing of operas by 
Handel and 19th-century Italian 
composers. 

Tenor Luciano Pavarotti, who 
joined with Marilyn Home 
in Sutherland’s farewell gala 
recital at Covent Garden on 
Dec. 31, 1990, called her “the 
greatest coloratura soprano of 
all time.” 

The term, derived from “color,” 
refers to a soprano with a high 
range and the vocal agility to 
sing brilliant trills and rapid 
passages. 

Sutherland’s skills made her 
pre-eminent in the revival of

Italian “bel canto” operas, and 
she was seen by many as having 
taken on the mantle of Callas. 
Sutherland started singing 
as a small child, crouching 


under the piano and copying 
her mother, Muriel Alston 
Sutherland, “a talented singer 
with a glorious mezzo- 
soprano voice,” according to 
Sutherland’s biographer Norma 
Major, wife of former British 
Prime Minister John Major. 

“I was able from the age of 
3 to imitate her scales and 
exercises,” she wrote in her 
autobiography. “As she was a 
mezzo-soprano, I worked very 
much in the middle area of my 
voice, learning the scales and 
arpeggios and even the dreaded 
trill without thinking about it. 
The birds could trill, so why 
not I? 

“I even picked up her songs 
and arias and sang them by 
ear, later singing duets with her 
— Manrico to her Azucena. I 
always had a voice.” 

When she began performing in 
Australia, Sutherland thought 
she was a mezzo-soprano like 
her mother, and it took the 
insight of subsequent coaches 
to make her realize that she 
should develop her higher 
range. 

The family statement said 
Sutherland is survived by her 
husband, conductor Richard 
Bonynge, their son, Adam, 
daughter-in-law Helen, and two 
grandchildren. Q

Foreclosure freeze could undermine housing market 

Allegations of possible mortgage fraud against financial giants 
GMAC, JPMorgan Chase and Bank of America read like a 
corporate thriller: forged documents, faked Social Security 
numbers, phantom titles, disappearing paper trails, “robo- 
signers” and mortgages sliced and diced so many times that 
nobody really knows who owns them. 

On Friday, PNC and mortgage servicer Fitton Foan Servicing 
joined those three financial institutions in suspending some 
foreclosures while they review how documents were handled. 
Bank of America, which had already announced a halt for 23 
states, expanded the suspension to cover the whole nation. 
If other banks follow suit, it raises the specter of a national 
foreclosure moratorium. 

In all, the banks will have to review the paperwork for hundreds 
of thousands of mortgages. On top of that, class action lawyers 
and state attorneys general have filed lawsuits and called for 
foreclosure moratoriums. 

In the near term, the freezes could actually benefit both 
homeowners and the housing market. Homeowners would have 
time to live rent-free and chip away at their debt. Prices might 
stabilize because so many homes are penned up. 

But the long-term implications are grave. Only a month ago, 
housing watcher Mark Zandi, chief economist at Moody’s 
Analytics, predicted that a housing recovery would be under 
way by the third quarter of next year. Now he believes the 
foreclosure scandal could prolong the housing depression for at 
least another few years. 

The alleged document fraud could open up the entire chain of 
foreclosure proceedings to legal challenge. Some foreclosures 
could be overturned, others deemed outright fraudulent. 

Before a housing recovery can occur, all those foreclosed 
properties have to be re-scrutinized by the banks and then 
sold. With any foreclosure-related deal open to legal challenge, 
that inventory could be taken off the market while the legal 
challenges make their way through the courts.□

Japan warns on pace 
of biodiversity loss 

TOKYO - Japan warned Monday that the diversity of life on 
Earth was being lost at the fastest rate ever seen, at the opening 
of a UN conference on the safe use of modern biotechnology. 
The five-day meeting in the central Japanese city of 
Nagoya comes ahead of a major international conference on 
biodiversity next week and was to consider how genetically 
modified organisms are threatening plant and animal species. 
The talks, which include more than 190 countries and NGOs, 
are expected to agree that a country can seek compensation 
for damage to biodiversity caused by imports of genetically- 
modified organisms from other countries or companies. 

“The loss of biodiversity is developing in the fastest pace 
ever,” Japanese Farm Minister Michihiko Kano said at the 
opening of the talks. 

“It is our responsibility to carry over a rich biodiversity to the 
next generation,” he said. 

The meeting comes ahead of a conference of the 193-nation 
Convention on Biological Diversity from October 18 in 
Nagoya due to discuss how to pay for the “equitable sharing” 
of the benefits from natural resources. 

The biodiversity talks will also discuss a fresh target of 
preserving animal and plant species that are disappearing 
mostly as a result of human activity. 

Species under threat include 21 percent of all known mammals, 
30 percent of known amphibians and 12 percent of known 
birds, according to the International Union for Conservation 
of Nature. □ 


PUTRAJAYA, Malaysia 
- Malaysia could be the 
first country in Asia to 
use genetically modified 
mosquitoes to battle a rise in 
dengue fever, government 
authorities said Monday. 

The program calls for 
genetically engineered male 
mosquitoes to be released into 
the wild that would mate with 
females and produce offspring 
that live shorter lives, thus 
curbing the population. 
Malaysian scientists say 
laboratory test trials have 
made them optimistic. 

“It is a pilot project, and 
hopefully it will work,” Prime 
Minister Najib Razak told 
reporters on the sidelines of 
a World Health Organization 
conference in Malaysia. 
Dengue fever, spread by the 
Aedes aegypti mosquito, is 


common in Asia and Latin 
America. Symptoms include 
high fever, joint pains and 
nausea, but in severe cases, it 
can lead to internal bleeding, 
liver enlargement, circulatory 
shutdown and death. There is 
no known cure or vaccine. 
Efforts to urge Malaysians to 
keep neighborhoods clean and 
destroy stagnant sources of 
water — which are mosquito 
breeding grounds — have 
failed, and “innovative ways” 
are needed to combat dengue, 
Najib said. In Malaysia, the 
number of dengue-linked 
deaths totaled 117 between 
January and early October 
— a 65 percent surge from 
last year, according to Health 
Ministry statistics. Dengue 
infections overall increased 17 
percent from last year to more 
than 37,000 cases. 


Malaysian authorities plan 
to release between 2,000 and 
3,000 genetically modified 
mosquitoes in two areas, said 
Lim Chua Leng, a Health 
Ministry official. The plan, 
which cannot be undertaken 
without Cabinet approval, 
would be the first such release 
of genetically modified 
mosquitoes in Asia to combat 
dengue. WHO Western 
Pacific regional director Shin 
Young-soo on Sunday said he 
welcomed Malaysia’s efforts 
to step up the fight against 
dengue, but also reportedly 
cautioned that care must be 
taken in introducing a new 
species to the environment, 
The Star newspaper reported. 
Some Malaysian 

environmentalists say releasing 
such mosquitoes could have 
unintended consequences.□ 


ForgetBigAsteroid&lt’stheSmaller 
Rocks That Sneak In and Blow Un

Put aside the vision of Bruce 
Willis wrestling with huge 
space rocks threatening to 
doom Earth “Armageddon”- 
style. It turns out that people 
should be more worried about 
smaller space rocks that 
explode in our atmosphere. 
While smaller than Earth- 
busting asteroids, these 
“airbursters” — like the space 
rock that exploded in 1908 
high over Tunguska, Siberia 
— are more immediate threats, 
scientists say. They can cause 
localized destruction and may 
intrude in our airspace with 
little warning time. 

When an airbursting asteroid, 
called a bolide, exploded over 
an island region of Indonesia 
late last year, it rocked the 
residents’ world with an 
estimated energy release of 
about 50 kilotons, equal to 
some 110,000 pounds of TNT. 
Such objects are expected to 
impact the Earth on average 
every two to 12 years. 

Physics of airbursts 
The risks of exploding 
asteroids and the need to 
keep watch for hazardous 
near-Earth objects took 
center stage at September’s 
Space 2010 conference in 
California, sponsored by 
the American Institute of 


Aeronautics and Astronautics. 
“We used to think that the only 
real threat was from impacts 
that hit the ground ... and that 
the atmosphere would protect 
us from the small ones,” said 
physicist Mark Boslough of 
Sandia National Laboratories 
in Albuquerque, N.M. “We 
never really thought about 
the physics of airbursts. ... 
There hasn’t been that much 
research.” 

Given his modeling of 
airbursts, Boslough pointed 
out that smaller NEOs 
detonating in the atmosphere 
release intense heat and create 
very high blasts of wind that 
can reach the ground. 

“So yes, you do have to sweat 
the small stuff,” Boslough told 
SPACE.com. 

Also, a space rock big enough 
to make it deeper into the 
Earth’s atmosphere before 
it explodes can result in a 
sizzling jet of gases that 
incinerates anything volatile 
on the ground. Vegetation 
would be vaporized. Rocks 
would melt to form glass — in 
short, a hellish explosion. 

A similar situation is thought 
to have occurred in the Libyan 
desert some 30 million years 
ago, Boslough said. The 
region was strewn with surface 
material fused into glass. 


Large deposits of shattered 
glass were discovered where 
there should be none. 

“Just statistically, it’s almost 
certain that the next destructive 
impact will be an airburst,” 
Boslough said. 

More and more of the big 
NEOs are being found, he said, 
so the statistical probability of 
Earth getting slam-dunked by 
a large object is going down. 
“But there are many, many 
more small ones,” Boslough 
said, advocating a priority on 
spotting less hefty, imminent 
impactors. “If big dollars are 
to be spent, I think they should 
be spent on more telescopes.” 
If a small NEO were 
discovered, say, two weeks in 
advance, “we have no choice 
but to take the hit,” Boslough 
said. 

In terms of planetary defense 
and mitigation efforts, 
Boslough advised focusing 
more attention on small 
airbursting objects, with 
“mitigation being a form of 
civil defense.” 

Tunguska fallout 
The classic asteroid event 
occurred 102 years ago in 
Tunguska, Boslough said. It 
involved an object that broke 
up in a cascading way, leading 
to a rapidly expanding fireball 
and subsequent blast wave.Q 








Want to improve US 
national securityP Cut 
the defense budget

Washington- Speaking last week at a Christian 
Science Monitor breakfast with journalists. 
Admiral Michael Mullen, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, remarked that he hoped 
to avoid “massive cuts” in defense, which 
“would be dangerous now, given the national 
security requirements that we have.” Yet 
cutting the baseline defense budget, which is 
now even higher than it was at the height of 
the Reagan buildup, may ironically be one of 
the best tools we have to meet our national 
security needs. Adm. Mullen’s remark fails 
to acknowledge a central truth about national 
security: No country can buy perfect security 
no matter how much it spends, and any 
attempt to do so will eventually reach the 
point of severely diminishing returns. 

The United States is now in its thirteenth 
straight year of uninterrupted growth in the 
defense budget, an unprecedented rise in 
spending that Secretary of Defense Robert 
Gates has rightly termed a “gusher.” As the 
United States winds down its mission in Iraq 
and begins to plan for the first withdrawal 
of American forces from Afghanistan next 
summer, it is long past time to reexamine 
whether the level and distribution of US 
defense spending actually enhances our 
national security capabilities. 

Misuse of taxpayer dollarsThis type of 
inquiry will quickly reveal a fundamental 
disconnect between our defense spending 
and our strategic goals, particularly in the 
area of major defense acquisition projects. 
For too long the Defense Department and 
Congress have continued to direct scarce 
taxpayer dollars to massively expensive, 
over-budget, behind-schedule weapons 
programs that are inadequate to meet the 
current and future needs of our armed forces. 
A prime (but not the only) example of such a 
program is the Marine Corps’ Expeditionary 
Fighting Vehicle (EFV) - a 13.2 billion dollar 
project. 

Proponents of the EFV, an amphibious 
assault vehicle, argue that it offers better 
armor and firepower than the Corps’ current 
model. Military writer Ed Hooper claims it 
will help the Marine Corps get back to its 
original combat role - “an amphibious force 
in readiness.” 

Yet the EFV has no clear strategic rationale: 
The United States has not undertaken a 
contested amphibious landing since the 
Korean War’s Inchon invasion in 1950. 
Despite this fact. Hooper and others, including 


Marine Corps Commandant General James 
Conway, argue that we cannot afford to lose 
the capabilities the EFV might provide. 
Over-budget projectsln fact, this program 
can and should be canceled. While the EFV 
can be launched significantly farther from 
shore than the Corps’ current vehicles, anti¬ 
ship missiles now have longer ranges as 
well, meaning our Marines and the ships 
that launch them would still be in dangerous 
waters in the newer EFV. 

Moreover, the program has repeatedly failed 
to meet reasonable cost and performance 
standards. The Corps is currently testing 
new prototypes for the EFV because earlier 
models experienced repeated critical failures, 
and failed a 2006 operational assessment. 
The program is now at least eight years 
behind schedule, and the per-vehicle cost is 
predicted to be 168 percent higher than the 
original estimate. 

Similar issues could be raised about the 
new $13.6 billion a piece aircraft carriers, 
especially since Mullen’s boss, Secretary 
Gates, has questioned why the US Navy 
needs 11 large, nuclear-powered carriers. 
According to Gates, “In terms of size and 
striking power, no other country has even 
one comparable ship.” 

Cutting spending helps tackle debtPrograms 
like the EFV result from the understandable 
desire to spend more money to protect against 
every possible contingency. But the funding 
for this $13.2 billion program could be better 
spent elsewhere. Instead of inveighing against 
budget cuts, Mullen should be the first to say 
that trimming unnecessary defense spending 
is a reasonable long-term investment in our 
national security capabilities. Cutting defense 
spending will deal with what he has called the 
most significant threat to ournational security: 
the debt. As presidents from Eisenhower 
to Obama have recognized, our ability to 
protect American national security interests 
is dependent on the strength of our economy 
at home. Continuing to fund strategically 
unnecessary defense acquisition projects, 
beyond the point of diminishing returns, will 
not only result in a force too overburdened 
and sclerotic to adapt to emerging threats, 
but will also result in an economy too weak 
to support a robust force. That would be the 
real dangerous path to follow.

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Microsoft nets mg on new pnone software

NEW YORK - Microsoft 
Corp. knows the cell 
phone world is where 
it’s happening, and it’s 
determined to be a part of 
it. 

After years of declining 
sales of phones based 
on Microsoft’s Windows 
Mobile software, the

company is starting with a 
fresh slate — a completely 
new operating system for 
phones. 

The new handsets will go 
up against Apple Inc.’s 
highly popular iPhone and 
the expanding number of 
phones running on Google 
Inc.’s Android operating 
system. 

The first phone with 


Windows Phone 7 Series 
will be the Samsung Focus, 
which hits AT&T Inc. stores 
Nov. 8 for $200 with a two- 
year contract requirement, 
Microsoft said Monday. It 
will be closely followed by 
two more phones for AT&T, 
made by LG Electronics 
Inc. and HTC Corp., and 
one for T-Mobile USA, also 
made by HTC. 

In May, Microsoft launched 
another new phone software 
package, Kin, only to yank 
it about two months later 
in the face of dismal sales. 
Windows Phone 7 Series 
is a different beast, and 
Microsoft is putting its full 
weight behind it. 

In all, Microsoft announced 
nine phones for the U.S. 
market on Monday, 
including one from Dell 
Inc., and it has lined up 60 
carriers in 30 countries to 
carry Windows Phone 7. 

In the most recent 
quarter, Microsoft’s older 
system, Windows Mobile, 
accounted for just 5 
percent of the worldwide 
smart phone market. That 
compares with 41 percent 
for Symbian (mainly used 
by Nokia Corp.), 18 percent 
for Research in Motion 
Ltd.’s BlackBerry phones, 
17 percent for Android and 
14 percent for the iPhone, 
according to research firm 
Gartner Inc. 


From a hardware standpoint, 
the Windows 7 phones are 
indistinguishable from high- 
end Android phones: They 
have big touch screens, and 
a few models have slide-out 
keyboards. 

To stand out from the 
competition, Microsoft has 
given the software has a 
different look. It is partly 
based on the aesthetic from 
the company’s Zune media 
players. It is centered around 
“tiles” on the front screen 
that are supposed to tell 
the user at a glance about 
important new information, 
such as e-mail and Facebook 
status update. 

For example, a weather 
program might show a 
constantly updated snapshot 
of weather conditions; 
photo or music libraries 
would be represented by a 
recent snapshot or the cover 
of the last album played on 
the device. 

Both the iPhone and 
Android are fundamentally 
more application-centered 
— the user has to tap on 
an application to see new 
information. However, 
some companies including 
Motorola Inc. have designed 
overlay software for 
Android that’s reminiscent 
of Windows Phone 7’s 
information-at-glance idea. 
“We want you to get in, get 
out and back to your life,” 


Microsoft CEO Steven 
Ballmer said at an event 
in New York. He called it 
“a very different kind of 
phone.” 

The software is designed to 
work well with Microsoft’s 
cash-cow Office 

applications and to connect 
to Xbox Live, the company’s 
online game service. Early 
word was that Windows 
Phone 7 would not support 
copying and pasting of text, 
but Microsoft announced 
Monday that the feature 
would be introduced 
through a software update 
early next year. 

To make Windows Phone 
7 a success, Microsoft has 
to win over not just phone 
manufacturers and phone 
companies, but software 
developers. The iPhone 
and Android are popular 
in part because of the 
tens of thousands of tiny 
applications, or “apps,” 
made by outside software 
developers. 

Although there are tens of 
thousands of applications 
written for Windows 
Mobile, they won’t work 
on Windows Phone 
7, so Microsoft has to 
recruit a whole new base 
of developers. Those 
developers may not want 
to devote the resources to 
build programs for another 
smart phone system until it 
gains traction with users. 
Microsoft showed off 
apps from game publisher 
Electronic Arts Inc. and the 
Internet Movie Database 
on Monday, but a broader 
base of developers will be 
crucial. □

Peru: alcalde de lima renuncia por

La autoridad electoral aun no ha proclamado 
una ganadora entre la izquierdista moderada 
Susana Villaran, y la conservadora Lourdes 
Flores, por el apretado margen obtenido por 
ambas en la votacion. 

El lunes, un sondeo nacional de la consultora 
Datum arrojo que Castaneda se ubica en 
segundo lugar en las preferencias electorales 
de los peruanos con 21% de intencion de voto, 
despues de la congresista Keiko Fujimori, 
hija del ex presidente Alberto Fujimori (1990- 
2000) que obtuvo el primer lugar con 23%. En 
tercer lugar figura el ex presidente Alejandro 
Toledo (2001-2006) con 14%, y en cuarto el 
lider opositor nacionalista Ollanta Humala 
con 12%. La encuesta se hizo del 18 al 27 de 
setiembre con un universo de 1.420 personas.
